More Shale Derelopmenl 

[Danville Meaaenger] 

With the oil ohale industry 

gaining impetus throughout Ken* 

turky, especially near Clay Olty, 
where the Dcyon Oil Shale Pro- 
ductri Company has a large plant 
under conatrnction, the probabil- 
ty of the enterprfae spreading to 
this section of the State sppears 
excellent. Hundreds of acres of 
oil shale land near .Innction City 
and back in the Knobs, a few 
miles from Danville, have been 
tested and proven by Professor 
W. R. Jillaou, State Geologist. 
This acreage contains millions of 
tons of rich oil shrilc, it is said. 

The oil thale industry is simply 
a manufacturing business in 
which a sort of rook is properly 
treated to recover ita commercial 
coureiit. Millidiis of gallons id 
tiasoline and millions ijf pounds 
of amunium sulphate can l)e pro 
duced from the ahaie if the pro- 
ducts are extraeted properly. 

The Devon C.imjiany with its 
holdiii^B in Powell county have 
fl<!ured that with every ton of 
shale treated there will be a pro- 
fit of 12.72. The plant, when 
completed, will be able tn handle 
h)0() tons of shale each day. 

There is little d'Uilit but what 
the oil shale industry would prove 
profitable in thia aection for there 
is an insatiable demand for the 
two commodities that conid be 
easily reciivered fmm tin llnyb' 
county shale. The avera^:e pro 
duction of the wells in the coun 
try is only four and one half bar- 
rels the day. That amount can 
be si| iieezcd from eiizht tons of 
shale (inarried near the plant, 
and reliiie 1 and converted info 
commercial commodities on loca- 
tion, regardless of roads and 
weather.
